MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION 


25X11 1 [dot /P came to see me at suggestion 
of Lofty Becker with respect to the problem cf Soviet, U. 5S. and world 
reaction to real or fictianal exposure of U. &. espionace cases. Some 
of the objectives of such a study would be te determine: 


a. What attitude the President, Secretary of State, and 
Secretary of Defense should take in cases of Sovict accusetion; 
should they know what are the facts or can they deny covermeental 
connection better without facte? 


b. What are the effects on exiating operations? 
¢. What effect ig there on cperational planiine? 
d. What attitule do we want the United States public to have? 


2. In response tc their inguiry as to what I thought of thia I 
suggested as follows: 


a. This Job be pinned on an individusl in 00/P or 0/80 and 
not, on a committee. 


b. That that individual carefully rack uo with some precision 
the intelligence questions that need to be answered and that then 
the Office which bes the capability be asked to oroduce the necesgary 
information.* Thus: 


(1) An immediate request could be levied on the divisions 
of 0/80 to indicate whieh of their cases have been blewn.
